The produce of the Skye quarries had been 
used by Lord MacDonald for the beautifica- 
tion of his castle at Armadale. The lobby 
of Hamilton Palace had been paved with 
Skye marble, and the ruins of the old manse 
of Strath denoted that the whole building 
had been constructed of that material. 

There was ample variety. The marbles in 

Skye included perfect blue, grey, white, and 
‘‘ pencilled’ sorts, and there were even 
limited quantities of the alabaster species. 
_ The poet's prediction was partially fulfilled 
in 1910, when a company. was formed to 
quarry the marble. The venture prospered. 
A factory was built, costly machinery in- 
stalled, and a narrow-gauge railway was laid 
connecting the rock-face and factory with the 
sea. Besides imported labour, fifty local men 
received employment. 

Quarried in large pillars at the rock-face, 
the marble was conveyed to the factory and 
there cut and polished. The smaller-sized 
sexton were used to make tabletops and 
iousehold ornaments, ‘‘ scrap’’ was trimmed 
into small blocks for mosaic flooring, and 
the remainder was ground into powder for 
use in the manufacture of paints, 

During the Great War the Skye quarries 
were compelled to close down again, but now. 
thanks to the embargo on Italian marble, 
Skye marble is booming. 
_ The lessees of the Skye quarries are handl- 
ing orders amounting to more than 300 tons 
of marble a week. The resultant employ- 
ment has come as a god-send to the district. 
where for many years work has been almost 
non-existent, 

‘The quality of Skye marble is 100 per 
cent.,'’ state the heads of the exploiting 
frm. ‘*This is a most opportune time to 
make a bid for British markets with British- 
produced marble.”’

DR. HARBISON’S 
REPORT 


WATER SUPPLY PROBLEM 


R. J. A. HARBISON, County Medical 
[) Officer of Health, in his monthly 
report to yesterday’s meeting of the 
Dublin Board of Health, regreited that there 
was another sharp rise in the incidence of 
scarlet fever in January, during which the 
number of notifications. (52) was more than 
double that notified during December. The 
incidence was heaviest in the adjacent. Castle- 
knock and Finglas dispensary areas. The 
pressure on fever hospital accommodation 
continued, and they had several times been 
unable to obtain institutional accommodation 
for fever cases. 

One of the ten diphtheria Cases proved fatal. 
The mother of this child refused to have her 
child immunised when immunisation clinics 
were being held in the area, and the doctor 
in attendance stated that. the child had been 
ten days ill when he was called. 

A year’s delay in the completion of cottages 
at Bremore and Baskin was mentioned by the 
Secretary (Mr. P. J. Quigley), who said that 
though the exteriors of some of these cottages 
were not complete the cottages were occupied. 
They should have been finished by October, 
1934, but an extension till February, 1935, was 
granted, 

The Board, added the Secretary, already 
had decided to impose penalties in such cases.

Wasteful Washers 


When washing my hands in the ¢loak- 
room of a publié restaurant recently I 
found that the taps on the basius were of 
the spring-lever ‘type, such as are in- 
stalled om board ship. To obtain water 
a lever on top of the tap is depressed, 
and the moment the hand is removed from 
lever the water ceases to flow. Con- 
sequently, when washing, it 18 first neces- 
sary to put the plug im the hole in the 
bottom of the basin and then draw off 
sufficient water for one’s purposes, With 
these spring taps it is impossible to wash 
one’s hands in the wasteful “ runming- 
water ” fashion. It struck me at the 
time ¢hat if all the taps on sinks and 
wash-basins were of this type, water 
wastage would be .very considerably 
reduced. I have noticed that many people 
when washing their hands, simply turn 
on the taps and allow the water to run 
down the plug-hole until the washing is 
finished. A friend of mine, who experi- 
mented on the wash-basin in his own 
bathroom, tells me that about three 
quarts of water is sufficient for a thorough 
hand-wash, and that, on the average, four 
times as much water passes from the 
taps at a “ running ” wash than at a 
‘‘nlugged ” one. It seems to me that 
the compulsory fitting of spring taps on 
sinks and wash-basins would lead to an 
enormous saving of water for domestic 
purposes.

Running ‘Gaps 


When talking to a water inspector the 
other day he told me that in one particular 
area where there are about forty small 
houses all water for domestic purposes 
used to be obtained by the residents from 
two fountains set at convenient positions 
in the street.

That area happens to have 
been always separately metered, and the 
daily water consumption of the forty 
houses was easily ascertained. The in- 
spector said that on reference to the meter 
readings it was found that since the piped 
water supply has been provided the daily 
water consumption per person in that area 
has increased from three gallons to seven- 
teen gallons, despite the fact that none of 
the houses has either a hot-water system 
or a bath. He stated that he was of the 
opinion that the greater part of the in- 
creased use of water was due solely to the 
fact that the residents left the taps 
running unnecessarily, and he suggested 
that if the people had te revert to the 
former practice of carrying water to their 
houses the consumption would at once 
drop to the previously recorded quantity.

The fourth of a series of lectures on “ The 4 


Virtue of Patriotism’ was delivered yester- 
day to the Study Circle at the Central 
Catholic Library, Merrion square, Dublin, by 
the Rev. Joseph’ Canavan, 8.J. He took as 
his subject: “ Some problems concerned with 
Patriotism.’’ Christ, he said, came to reveal 
and establish a religion which would embrace 
men of every colour and allegiance. Conse- 
quently He spent much of His time in com- 
bating the nationalism of the Pharisees and 
the Rabbis. He taught that God was Our 
Father, not just the God of our fathers; that 
we should not hate foreigners, but love them, 
because they, too, were God's children; that 
God did not restrict His favours to the Jewish 
nation, 

Though Christ did not aecept the current 
notion of patriotism, though He refused to lead 
a revolt for the recovery of complete political 
independence, He was patriotic. He always 
spoke with reverence of the great leaders and 
heroes of the Jewish people. He observed 
the law so carefully that He challenged His 
opponents to accuse Him of sin—that is, of 
ritual infringement. He was a Jew in thought 
and language, for in His teaching He spoke 
as a.dew, and through His talk there 
streamed the life of Galilee and Judea, its 
scenery, its people; touched with the most 
tender affection. He loved His people and 
His country. 

His patriotism satisfied the most exacting 
tests. At one and the same time He laboured 
for the good of His own country and for 
that of the whole world. It was true that 
the attachment of Christ to the House of 
Israel seemed to have been more personal 
than political, for it had for its first and 
direct object the Jewish people as determined 
persons, and only indirectly, because they were 
useful to the people, the institutions and 
ttraditions that bound the people together 
into a nation. Every Christian who wishes 
to discern a scale of values will follow His 
example; for thus they would be able to 
distinguish true patriotism from arrogant 
nationalism.

Manning Robertson, in a paper dealing with 
the Town and Regiona! basis Act, 1934, 
read before the Architectural Association of 
Ireland last night.

Having reviewed the history of the town. 
planning agitation in Ireland, culminating in 
the passing, in 1934, of the Town Planning 
Act, which embodied many of the suggestions 
made by the Royal Institute of Architects 
and the Civics Institure of Ireland, Mr. 
Robertson said there were many directions in 
which this Act was a distinct advance on 
the English Act of 1933. The Irish Act, to 
its advantage, did not go so far in attempt- 


interests, and those administering the Act 
would have a freer hand. 


PLANNING REGIONS 


The Act contemplated the formation of two 
planning regions—the Dublin region, com- 
prising the County Borough of Dublin and 
the Counties of Dublin, Kildare, Meath, and 
Wicklow; and the Cork region, comprising 
the County Borough and County of Cork, 
In addition, any two or more planning dis- 
tricts may unite to form a region. The idea 
of regional planning was to deal with matters 
of common concern, and not in any way to 
interfere with the local arrangements inside 
a planning district, 

Nothing in the way of regional planning 
had yet been undertaken, and a good deal 
of criticism had been levelled at the Act for 
not making the preparation of town-planning 
schemes compulsory before a certain date. 
In his view, the Government was 
wise to go slowly in this respect. 
town-planning depended too much upon the 
se'f-starting properties of public education and 


{opinion to be amenable to compulsion. A 


town-plan scramble through by someone 
ignorant of the subject and just good enough 
to be considered a scheme within the meaning 
of the Act was more a hindrance than a help. 

The preservation of beauty and architectural 
character was common sense, because there 
was no sense in making a country ugly and 
without character. It was because the public 
did not realise this that we had to go slowly 
at first. 


A PLANNING INSTITUTION 


Town-planning was in England a distinct 
profession, and an institute formed in 1914 
granted diplomas. The teaching of town and 
country planning was in the hands of thirteen 
universities and colleges in Great Britain. A 
town-planning course was badly needed in the 
Free State, and they should bear in mind the 
ultimate formation of a town-planning institu- 
tion of Ireland. This was not a matter for 
haste, because they must ensure that a 
diploma, if given, would not fall below the 
standard set by the existing diplomas in archi- 
tecture, engineering, and surveying. 

Town-planning in this country suffered from 
a serious handicap owing to the absence ol 
up-to-date Ordinance sheets. In the case of 
the Dun Laoghaire district the maps were 
dated 1908, and it had meant whole-time work 
for a man for five months to bring them up- 
to-date. A new Ordinance Survey was at 
hand, and one must hope that aerial methods 
might make possible a speeding up of 
this vital process, especially in those 
areas which called most consistently for town- 
planning. 

The &ct of 1934 was not final, but they 
owed a deep debt ot gratitude to the Govern- 
ment for having given them so far-reaching 
“4 measure, and it would not astonish him if 
the next English Act embodied some of its 
provisions. 


DERELICT HOUSES 


Mr. A. E. Williams, proposing a vote of 
thanks, said he was glad to know that com- 
pulsory powets had been provided to enable 
the acquisition of land which it was necessary 
to acquire in the public interest, and that 
they would soon be in a position to have 
some of the derelict houses which were such 
a great disfigurement to the countryside 
pulled down. It was a disgrace to see some 
of the derelict buildings allowed to stand 
in the vicinity of St. Patrick's Cathedesl, 
and which were of no use to anyone. The 
approach to Dun Laoghaire from Dublin was 
anything but nice, and at the entrance from 
the other end there were a number of tumble- 
down houses on the main thoroughfare. 

Mr. Williams also referred to the way in 
which the countryside has been disfigured by 
the presence of a large number of shacks 
huddled together along the Dublin-Bray rail- 
way line and at Portmarnock.

A meeting of the managers of the Great

A LOUTH MAN’S 
SUICIDE 


STRYCHNINE 

OF TEMPER

DUNDALK, Tuesday, 


“You are laughing at me now, but in two 
hours you will be weeping over. my remains.”’ 
This statement was made some hours before 
he died by James Toal, a County Louth 
farmer, to a neighbour. Soon afterwards Toal 
was found in his room very ill He was re- 
moved to the County Louth Infirmary, and 
died in a few minutes from strychnine poison- 
ing. ‘These facts were clicited at an inquest 
held in Dundalk Courthouse to-day by Mr. 
J. H. Murphy, Coroner for North Louth. 

Miss Mary Toal, a sister, said that her 
brother had been a motor driver in New 
York, and returned home to Newtownbal- 
regan, where he helped her to work the farm. 
She spoke to him about wasting his money on 
drink, and-he replied that she spent far more 
on cattle and that she couldn't sell them. 
Later he went to his bedroom, and while she 
was attending to the fowl he came out and 
said, “ All is over now, Minnie. I'll be dead 
in two hours.’ She thought he was joking. 
He went to the bedroom and went to bed, 
and when she saw him she asked if he wanted 
the doctor. He replied that the doctor was 
of no use now. The doctor was sent for. 
While her brother was in bed she swept a 
white powder off the table, and this was 
afterwards taken by the Civic Guards. 

Joseph McArdle, a neighbour, stated that 
on the day of his death James Toal came into 
his house and was under the influence of 
drink, and said that he would be dead in two 
hours. 3 

Mr. John Kearns, State Analyst, stated 
that he fourd strychnine in the body. 

Dr J. V. O’Hagan said that Toal told 
him that he had taken strychnine poison, 
and, when asked where he got it, said he 
brought it from America with him. He asked 
him why he took poison, and Toal replied 
that he took it in a fit of bad temper. 

The jury returned a verdict that Toal died 
from strychnine poisoning, having committed 
suicide.

Magistral Grace, and a Donat of the first 
class, 


MR. T. H. GRATTAN BELLEW 


Mr. Thomas Ilenry Grattan Bellew, B.A., 
is the second snrviving son of Lieutenant 
Colonel Sir Henry Christopher Grattan Bellew, 
Baronet, of Mount Bellew, County Galway, 
and Tinnehinch, County Wicklow, High 
Sheriff of County Roscommon (1907), and of 
Lady Sophia Forbes, daughter of the 7th 
Earl of Granard. Born at Gravesend in 1901, 
he was educated at Downside College, and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge. He is an 
engineer. In 1935 he married Betina, the 
eldest daughter of Major John Edward Blake 
Loftus, D.L., M.R.I.A., of Mount Loftus. 
County Kilkenny, and has a son, Patrick 
Edward. ; ' 

Of Norman origin, and established in 
Yorkshire as early as the end of the eleventh 
or the beginning ot the twelfth century, the 
noble house of Bellew appears to have had 
already, about a hundred years later, a 
flourishing branch in Ireland. In 1375, James 
Bellew, of Bellewstown, County Meath, held 
the Curragh, County Louth (49, Edward II1L.); 
from him was descenced Sir John Bellew, 
of Wyliston, Knight, M.P., County Louth, 
whose son, Sir Patrick Bellew of Barmeath, 
County Louth, and Castle Bellew, County 
Galway, was created a Baronet by patent 
dated 11th December, 1688. He was the 
common ancestor of the Bellew families of 
Louth and Galway, of which Lord Bellew 
and Sir Henry Christopher Grattan Bellew 
are now, respectively, the heads. The jumior 
branch of the family assumed by Royal 
licence the additional surname and arms of 
Grattan on the marriage of Thomas Arthur, 
the second son of Sir Michael Dillon Bellew, 
created a Baronet in 1838, with Pauline, 
daughter and co-heir of Henry Grattan, the 
famous Irish patriot and orator.

MACDERMOTT 


Closely connected with the Bellews (his 
grandmother was a daughter of Sir Michael 
Dillon Bellew), Commander Anthony Mac- 
Dermott, R.N., O.B.E., is the eldest son of 
the late Anthony MacDermott, Esq., of 
Ramore, Co. Galway; his mother was Eliza- 
beth, daughter and co-heir of the late Major 
Patrick Crean-Lynch, D.L.. of Cloghan House, 
Co, Mayo. Born in 1878, Anthony Mac- 
Dermott entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet 


in 1891, and has served in many parts of the 
world. For five years he commanded the 
Royal Newfoundland Reserve, a famous corps, 
which included many Irishmen in its ranks. 
The Newfoundlanders were admitted by all to 
be the finest seamen in the Empire during 
the Great War. He resides at present at 
Ryde, Isle of Wight. | 

The MacDermotts of Ramore are a branch 
of the ancient and once powerful Connacht 
family, of which The MacDermott, Prince of 
Coolavin, is the head. The history of their 
noble house is preserved in. the annals of 
Loc Cé. The Castle of Loc Cé was the prin- 
cipal stronghold of the MaéDermotts during 
the Middle Ages. 


MR, W. A. SMITHWICK 


The son of James Joseph Smithwick, J.F , 
D.L., of Kilcreene Lodge, Kilkenny, High 
Sheriff for County Kilkenny (1897), by his 
wife, née Boland, a niece of the late Most Rev. 
Bishop of Canea, Walter Aloysius Smithwick 
was born in Dublin in 1908, and educated at 
St. George’s College, Weybridge, where, in 
1926, he had the distinction of being the first 
captain of the school, after the house system 
was introduced, and also captain of the first 
Cricket XI. In 1927 he became indentured 
to a Kilkenny solicitor, and passed his inter- 
mediate law examination, taking (with three 
others) first place with merit. He passed the 
final of law examination in 1930, being 
admitted a solicitor in the following year. 
In 1934 he married Eileen Mary, elder 


daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Savage, St. John’s 
Wood, London, and has a daughter, Ann 
Patricia. He is a director of E. Smithwick 
and Sons, Limited, brewers, Kilkenny, and 
resides at Kilcreene Lodge. | 

The Smithwicks, whose name occurs in the 
Cheshire records as far back as the second 
half of the twelfth century, and at a later 
eriod also in those of Staffordshire and Hert- 
ordshire, do not appear to have come over 
to Ireland before the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, when a member of the 
Hertfordshire branch of the family settled in 
the County of Wexford.

bee finding of Dr. D. L. Kelly, 

Inspector of Mental Hospitals, in the 
sworn inguiry held at the Clare Mental 
Hospital on December 5, 1935, into com- 
plaints made against Miss E. Slattery, the 
Matron of the institution, was read at the 
monthly meeting of the Committee of 
Management yesterday, Mr. Sean Hayes, 
M.C.C. (chairman) presiding. 

The inspector, after reviewing the evi- 
dence, stated that Miss Slattery could not 
be considered a fit and proper person to 
hold the important and responsible posi- 
tion of Matron, and could not command 
that respect from her staff which was due 
to a person in her position. She should, 
therefore, be removed from office, 

“The whole administration of the 
mental hospital,” added the inspector, 
““as revealed at this inquiry, is open to 
question. It appeared from the evidence 
that persons have been in and around the 
grounds at all hours of the night, and that 
unknown and unauthorised persons in a 
motor car, by a ruse, got into some part 
of the institution late at night and left 
again. Further, a side gate and even a 
main gate have been found open in the 
morning. In an institution such as a 
mental hospital, where there is a staff of 
young, active men and women, a strict 
and rigid discipline must be maintained, 
and unless this is so the institution and 
the patients eventually suffer.” , 

The inspector recommended that the 
manner in which the gate was attended to 
should be investigated at once by the 
Committee, and stated that the present 
gate-keeper, by reason of his age and 
infirmity, was not fit for his post. He had 
had forty-six years’ service in the institu- 
tion, during thirty of which he had acted 
as gate-keeper. A young, active person 
should be appointed, and his duties 
properly defined. 


MINISTER’S LETTER 


Accompanying the Inspector's report 
was a letter from the Minister for Local 
Government stating that he agreed with 
the findings of Dr. Kelly, and adding that 
the evidence at the inquiry showed that 
Miss Slattery was entirely unfitted for the 
post of matron, She should be removed 
from office. It would appear also that 
the present gatekeeper is no longer fit for 
the post owing to old age and infirmity, 
and he should be required to resign. The 
letter concluded by stating that, accord- 
ing to the records, Dr. F. O’Mara, the 
R.M.S., was 73 years of age, and had 
service of over 43 years; therefore, the 
Minister had come to the conclusion that 
by reason of advanced years Dr. O’ Mara 
could not give the active attention neces- 
sary to the duties of the office; and that 
it was desirable he should now retire. 


IN COMMITTEE 


The Committee discussed in private the 
result of the sworn inquiry, and later the 
Press representatives were informed by 
the Chairman that the Committee had ap- 
proved the Inspector’s report. That 
meant, he said, that the matron of the 
institution had been removed from office, 
and the gatekeeper had been requested to 
resign on account of old age and infirmity. 
In connection with Dr. O’Mara, the Com- 
mittee had adopted a resolution placing 
on record their confidence in his ability 
to administer the affairs of the institution, 
as he had always administered them—in 
an able and efficient manner. 

Pending a recommendation from the 
Local Appointments Commission the Com- 
mittee decided to appoint a matron tem- 
porarily. By nine votes to. four the 
Committee appointed Nurse O’Donnell. ~ 

The Committee made an order that 
when the gatekeeper’s resignation became 
effective the. senior attendant in the 
institution be promoted to his position.

The President referred briefly to the history 
of the College, extending back 76 years, and 
sal that the present extensive premises were 
a far cry from the lowly beginning at Castle- 
dawson. No year had passed without a 
development in the activities of the Holy 
(xshost Congregation, and the latest develop- 
ment was the new Preparatory School for 
Junior Boys, soon to be tormally established 
in Willow Park. Already in the first year of 
the Preparatory School there were 80 boys on 
the rolls 

He spoke of the Congregation’s primary 
work, its missionary task in Africa, where the 
Irish Province was responsible for an area 
four times the size of Ireland. 

The President added that the Union was 
vigorous, and the numbers of members within 
the recent past had increased. 


QUESTION OF CHANGE 


“ On many sides we hear a call for change 
in education,” said the Very Rev Dr. 
McQuaid, responding. “Change mav be 
useful; but if it comes | trust that it will be 
introduced with an extreme siowness ot 
deliberate judgment, for tha tield of education 
will ever be a focus of restlessness. ‘The very 
nature of the work invites the experment of 
supposed reform, but some reformers, one 
must feel, are urged to think and act as if 
the garnered wisdom of the past were not 
itself a heritage of proved achievement for 
succeeding generations. 

" As far as this House is concerned, | fee! 
justified in assuring you that, despite 
inevitable change of details, the College is 
substantially unchanged in curriculum and 
method and directive aim.”’ 

Speaking in a House where, of necessity, 
every subject of the modern curriculum must 
be supphed to those who asked for it, he did 
not think it was an occasion to comment on 
the modern effort to adjust the se-called 
practical and cultural subjects. 

He would like, he said, to emphasise the 
one basic principle of true education—the 
directive aim, without which it would avail 
nothing to simplify or render complex the 
‘curriculum, to adopt the old or the new in 
teaching methods. True edueation of the 
teacher and the pupil was a discipline. It 
was not the mere imparting or receiving of 
the facts of knowledge. It waa a deliberate 
training and a due subjection, with a view to 
power of mind and will. For the mind, it 
was a power of reasoned judgment; for the 
will, a power, not only of control, but also, 
and especially, of constant activity in good- 
ness. 

‘It is not the choice of subjects nor the 
raising of the school-leaving age, nor the 
multiplication of technical or secondary in- 
stitutes that will necessarily make for true 
education. That system only deserves the 
name of true education which has for clear- 
cut purpose. in ali its efforts, the permanence 
of true judgement; that is, right conviction 
and the constancy of right habits—that is 

; 

The purposive aim of the founders of the 
College and their successors, he added, had 
been none other than that achievement of a 
Christian character.

Chances of Peace 


Reports from Abyssinia are so notoriously 
untrustworthy that the student of the 
ltalo-Ethiopian war finds it impossible to 
form a just estimate of the present condi- 
tion of affairs on the northern front. The 
Italians claim that they have won an 
cverwhelming at Enderta, near 
Makale; that they have routed the armies 
of Ras Mulugueta, the Emperor’s Minister 
for War; that thousands of Abyssinians 
have been slaughtered; and that the road 
has been opened to Dessie, if not, indeed, 
to Harar. Ras Mulugueta, on the other 
hand, speaks “slight 
skirmishes,’’ in the course of which his 
forces sustained almost negligible casual- 
ties. Truth lies somewhere between these 
two claims; but there seems to be little 
doubt that Marshal Badoglio, who is an 
excellent soldier, has scored his first real 
success of the campaign. “To what, if any, 
extent it has been decisive remains to be 
seen. For the first time since the fighting 
began the Italian Army—composed on this 
occasion largely of white troops—met the 
Abyssinians in force. Their com- 
muniqués tell of the almost incredible 
valour of Ras Mulugueta’s soldiery. As 
the Abyssinians retreated in mass forma- 
tion from the main battlefield, they were 
pursued by Italian aeroplanes, flying at a 
low altitude. High explosive bombs were 
dropped on them—it seems to have been 
a case of sitting rabbits—yet they refused 
to break ranks, but trudged stolidly 
onwards, while Count Ciano’s merry air- 
men were doing their deadly work. 
Marshal Badoglio’s light artillery wrought 
much havoc among the almost defenceless 
enemy ; but, although the Abyssinians were 
driven back, they do not seem to have 
been vanquished, for later reports from 
Italian sources speak of sporadic attacks 
on the columns by Kas 
Mulugueta’s guerrillas. Rome has given 
itself over to wild rejoicing. The whole 
city is beflagged, and it was reported last 
night that both the British and French 
Embassies had been placed under armed 
guards, lest they should be attacked by the 
mob. 

According to the military experts the 
Battle of Enderta is likely to be the last 
major engagement of the campaign in 
the North, for the present year at any

Never- 
theless, we realise that the world still is 
an imperfect place, which is ruled largely 
by the armed bully; and that, when the 
whole business is over and done with, some 
form of compromise will be made regard.

A SURPRISE DECISION 


The Times observes to-day in a le:.ding 
article: New York speculators have been 
disagreeably surprised by the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Tennessee Valley 
Authority case. They had been confident 
that the Court would declare it illegal for 
a Government authority to sell electric 
power, and, indeed, they hoped that it 
would condemn the whole T.V.A. enter- 
to the great 
relief of the public utility companies. 
Shares in these companies were eagerly 
sought as soon as it was reported that the 
Chief Justice had begun to read his judg- 
ment. Prices soared rapidly—only to fall 
again when it was found that the judg- 
ment was in the Government's favour, and 
that the T.V.A. was not to share the fate 
of the other instruments set up by Mr. 
Roosevelt which recent decisons have 
declared outside the scope of the Federal 
authority. The finding of the Court must 
be as gratifying to Mr. Roosevelt as it is 
disconcerting to the utility companies ; for 
he has identified himself from the begin- 
ning with the endeavour to rehabilitate 
the vast area of the Tennessee Valley by 
the scientific conservation and utilisation 
of its natural resources which were run- 
ning to waste. The whole district, 
extending over several States, was becom- 
ing derelict through uneconomic exploita- 
tion, deafforestation, soil erosion and the 
silting up of’ the river beds. 

When the Tennessee Valley Authority 
was set up Congress gave it powers to do 
everything necessary to achieve this pur- 
pose. A decision in the opposite sense 
would have been a damaging blow to the 
President. If the Court, after destroying 
the National Industrial Recovery Admini- 
stration and the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment. Administration, had proceeded to 
kill the Tennessee Valley Authority, then 
the presumption would have become over- 
whelming that the other sections of the 
new deal now awaiting its judgment—the 
Guffey Coal Act, the Labour Relations 
Act, the Securities Act. the Public Utili- 
ties Holding Companies Act, and others 
—were all likely to share the same fate. 
There would have been great pressure 


upon Mr. Roosevelt to raise the constitu- 


tional issue, which he is clearly anxious 
to avoid, to fight the coming elections 


upon a demand that the Federal Govern. 


ment should be given the powers neces- 
sary to deal effectively with national 
questions. Sooner or later that demand 
will be made. The Republican Party, 
adds The Times, have yet to choose the 
candidate. whom they will put into the 
field against him. The selection will give 
rise to a stiff fight between the Conserva- 
tive and the Liberal elements in the 
party, but any rival will find it hard to 
displace a President who, whatever mis- 
takes he may have made, can justly claim 
that he found the country in the depths

DEATH OF PRINCESS OF 
ALBANIA

Her Highness Princess Sophie von Wied, 
wife of the ex-Prince of Albania, died on the 
órd inst. at Fontaneli, RKoumania, where she 
possessed extensive properties. Born at Pots- 
dam on the 21st of May, 1885, she was the 
daughter of the late hereditary Prince Victor 
von Schonburg-Waldenburg, by his wife, 
née Princess Lucie von Sayn-Wittgenstein- 
Berleburg. On the 30th of November, 1906, 
she married, at Waldenburg, His Highness 
Prince Wilhelm von Wied, a nephew of Queen 
Elizabeth of Roumania, who enjoyed a great 
reputation as a poet under the xom-de-plume 
of. “ Carmen Sylva.”’ Shortly after the end of 
the Balkan War, the Great Powers having 
decided to create a Principality of Albania, 
offered the crown to Prince Wied, who 
ascended the throne on the 14th of March, 
1914. Prince Wied’s reign, however, was to 
be only of short duration; soon after the out- 
break of the Great War, a revolution, 
engineered by the intrigues of a neighbouring 
Power, obliged the Prince and Princess of 
Albania to leave the country, accompanied by 
His Highness’ Irish A.D.C., Captain Heaton- 
Armstrong. 

The Princess leaves two children, Princess 
Marie Eleonore, born in 1909, and Prince 
Carol Victor, born in 1913. She was closely

Queen Mary 


Queen Mary has begun the great task 
of sorting out her personal possessions at 
Buckingham Palace, in readiness for a 
move to Marlborough House later in the 
year. Systematic in all her dealings, 
Queen Mary devotes two hours every 
afternoon to this purpose, while she has 
also a considerable amount of work in 


.the examination and sorting out of the 


many personal effects belonging to the 
late Princess Victoria, which were left to 
the King. All these goods were brought 
to the Palace from Princess Victoria's 
home only a few days before King George 
passed away. Queen Mary, during the 
past twenty-five years, has acquired a 
great number of antiquities of various 
kinds, and several rooms at Buckingham 
Palace are furnished with her collections. 
Her very fine collection of jade must be 
of very considerable value. 


Great Britain and Japan 


A series of conferences are taking place 
between representatives of British and 
Japanese textile manufacturers in the 
hope of securing more friendly business 
relations between the two countries, so 
far as low-priced Japanese imports are 
concerned. The idea of the gatherings is 
to bring about a voluntary quantitative 
restriction of imports, instead of going to 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee to 
ask for an increase of duty on manufac- 
tures from Japan. If such an agreement 
can be reached the home manufacturers 
will have a better share of the market, as 
some articles have been imported in such 
enormous quantities that they swamp the 
lower-priced market altogether. It is this’ 
kind of product which forms the subject, 
of the present negotiations. The British 
importer does not suggest too much re- 
striction, as this eliminates the compet: 
tive factor, so it has been thought better 
to meet round a table and endeavour 10 
reach an amicable settlement. 


Thames-side Developments 


The main roads leading from London t. 
the East coast are nearly all lined with 
houses, and before long the River Thames 
may have the same fate, as new towns 
are to be built on its banks, as far as th 
Medway on the south side and the mouth 
of the river on the north.

countries. At the present time inter- 
national trade was regulated upon the ex- 
change basis, and developments in that 
direction in the future were likely to be 
very considerable. Arising out of that 
situation an arrangement had bee1. made 
last year with Creat Britain in which 
cattle was exchanged for coal. That arrange- 
mont had had its critics, but the fact was 
that they had increased their exports of 
agricultural goods to-the extent of one 
million without increasing their imports, 
and their adverse’ trade 
balance had been improved. 


THE NEW AGREEMENT 

' Yesterday, said Mr. Lemass, ' an 
announcement was made that the arrange- 
ment was being continued for the present 
and, in fact, there were certain 
additions to the arrangement. In prin- 
ciple the arrangement was the same, but 
it went further in so far as it provided 
for the reduction oí special duties which 
operated in Britain and in this country. 
It is anticipated that the operation of 
this additional arrangement will increase 
further our exports of agricultural goods 
in the present year by about £750,000, 
and that increase in our exports is 
being secured without any increase in 
imports. , Our total purchases of cement 
will -be no greater than they would have 
been if the arrangement were not made. 

‘‘T should emphasise that the arrange 
ment is an entirely business arrangement, 
attempts to read into it any other 
significance have no justification. The 
arrangement involves a ‘reciprocal ex- 
change of goods between this country and 
Great Britain, just as the trade agree. 
ment made with Spain involved a similar 
reciprocal exchange—in that particular 
case of eggs as against oranges. We had 
also a trade agreement last year with 
Germany which was due for renewal, and 
under which our exports to Germany in- 
creased very considerably. A trade delega- 
tion from Germany is coming here during 
the present week, and we trust that it will 
be possible in the case of Germany to 
secure an arrangement which will effect 
a still further improvement in the trade 
relations between the two countries.” 


A COAL COMMITTEE 


Referring to the prices of coal, Mr. 
Lemass said that certain people who had 
addressed themselves to the matter took 
sood care to avoid statistics. The average 
price for 1935 was somewhat lower than 
the average price for 1934, and consider- 
ably lower than in 1931, or in any year 
previous to that since the establishment 
of the Free State. All he asked was that 
the judgment as to the effect of last 
year’s agreement on coal prices should 
be based on an impartial investigation 
of the facts. The ‘Government thought, 
in view of the volume of criticism (what- 
ever justification there was for it) in 
recent months, it would be an advantage 
to have some standard machinery for 
dealing with complaints. It was, there- 
fore, their intention: to establish a ¢om- 
mittee, consisting of representatives of 
coal merchants, direct importers, and 
consumers, whose function 1t would be 
to investigate any complaint made as 
regards either quality, price, or supplies 
of coal. In any case in which it might 
be established that the complaint was 
well-founded, the Government would take 
whatever steps were necessary to have it 
remedied. i : 

One of the difficulties with which the 
Government was confrontei in pressing 
their demand for lower prices for coal 
supplied by British collieries to the Free 
State was that there was no recognised 
margin between export prices and what 
were called coastwise prices, or even 
between export prices and thor> charged 
in the British internal market. The 
margin varied in ne seen and cee 
and it so happened that over sixty 
cent, of the á supplied to the Free 
State was supplied from districts: which 
did not export coal, and accordingly

In 
those. circumstances i& had been arranged 
that the prices. of coal would be the subject 
of examination and settlement by repre- 
sentatives of the merchants, the direct 
importers and consumers in the Free State 
and representatives of the British collieries 
supplying the Free State market. In that 
way the Government would be in a position 
to take full advantage of the knowledge 
and the experience of those who were 
familiar with the somewhat complicated 
business of fixing appropriate prices for 
various grades of coal. As regards quality 
and the availability of supplies, the 
Government had received from the British 
Government assurances similar to those 
given to various Continental countries that 
undertook, as a feature of trade agree- 
ments with Great Britain, to purchase 
from British colliers certain specified pro- 
See a: of their total requirements of 
coal. 


MR, COSGRAVE’S CRITICISM 


The announcement of the coal-cattle 
arrangement in its extended form for the 
present year produced somewhat extra- 
ordinary outbursts from the representa- 
tives of what pleased itself to call the 
Opposition, said Mr. Lemass. They had a 
rather bad-tempered statement from Mr. 
Cosgrave. It was easy for them to under- 
stand the source of his ill humour, and 
he made it particularly plain himself by 
his reference to what was called the eco- 
nomic war. He found it impossible to get 
away from the attitude he had always 
maintained in connection with that dis- 
pute—that the British Government was 
‘‘ fair, reasonable and generous,’’ whereas, 
of course, the Government of the Free 
State was the reverse. It was, perhaps, 
no harm to remind Mr. Cosgrave that they 
had not forgotten that a large share of the 
responsibility for the economic war rested 
on his shoulders. It was he and his 
colleagues who toured the country in the 
early days of 1932, shouting from every 
cross-roads advice to the British Government 
as to how pressure could be applied to 
the Irish peopie to make them dislodge 
Fianna Fail from office or surrender on 
the question of the annuities. All the 


tactics of the economic war adopted by Í 


the British Government were devised in 
the offices of Cumann na nGaedheal, and 
if they did not prove effective, as Mr. 
Cosgrave thought they would, it was easy 
to understand his bad temper at the 
present time. 

No doubt his friends in Great Britain 
were less inclined to listen to his advice 
at the present time than they were in 
1952. It was easy to talk about settling 
the economic war, and, so far as the 
Fianna Fail Government was concerned, 
it was prepared to close the economic war 
at any time on terms favourable to the 
Irish people... There was, however, no 
road to such settlement by way of the 
preliminary. abandonment of their rights 
and the sacrificing of their own interests. 
It was by such means that Mr. Cosgrave 
claimed that he could effect such a 


settlement.

In regard to abolition of the 
Senate, Mr. Lemass said that the present 
House had been found by experience to 
be an expensive and unnecessary incum- 
brance, and, since Fianna Fail came into 
office, obstructive as well. The people 
gave Fianna Fail a mandate to abolish 
that House, and the necessary steps 
towards that end were taken. In the 
course of the very near future it would be 
gone, Many people expressed the opinion 
that a Second Chamber was desirable as 
a safeguard against hasty legislation or 
sudden changes in national policy, but 
such people visualised an ideal. Fianna 
Fail did not ask the electorate to decide 
on the constitutional question, whether a 
uni-cameral or bi-cameral system was pre- 
ferable. It seemed to: them, however, 
that any Chamber, whose members 
were drawn from political parties, 
could not be the safeguard against hasty 
action or revolutionary changes which the 
advocates of bi-cameral government 
suggested.. Perhaps, the ideal solution 
would be found there, but in the meantime 
they were going to have experience of 
Single-Chamber government, and, perhaps, 
that experience would be such that they 
might not desire to change from that 
system. : 

There was no doubt that the unemploy- 
ment position was one of considerable 
gravity, and the gravity of the position 
was a justification for many of the 
measures for which the present Govern- 
ment was responsible.

The master builders apparently felt that 
the present conditions of contract were not 
perfect, and he hoped that during the 
coming year something of an improvement 
would be laid before them. 

Mr. H. T. Sykes, who also responded, 
said that the amount of retention money 
generally put in contracts was unfair both 
to the client and to the contractor.

HE following statement was issued yes- 
terday evening by the Government 
Information Bureau :— 

‘“In connection with the arrangement, 
announced yesterday, between the Saorstat 
Government and the Government of the 
United Kingdom, the Executive Council 
to-day made an Order under the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 1932, 
reducing by half the existing emergency 
duties on the following United Kingdom 
products, viz.:—Cement, electrical app1- 
ratus, tron and steel goods, sugar, molasses 
and glucose, saccharin and certain articles 
made from or containing sweetening 
matter.’’ 


DIFFICULTY REMOVED 


This statement clarifies, to some extent, 
a difficulty which many people felt yester- 
day in calculating how they would be 
affected by the 1few arrangement. 

The original statement was that “ the 
existing emergency duties on iron and steel 
goods, electrical goods and apparatus, 
cement, sugar and sugar-preparations will 
be reduced by 10 per cent. ad valorem.’’ In 
fact, as shown by the Order made yester- 
day by the Executive Council the reduc- 
tion of the emergency duties in respect of 
these items is 50 per cent. 

These emergency duties were originally 


‘imposed by the Emergency Imposition of 


Duties (No. 5) Order, which took effect 
on 24th December, 1932.

ROME, Tuesday. 

Signor Suvich, the Italian Under-Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, is to pay a flying 
visit to Florence to-morrow to call on Herr 
Berger-Waldenegg, the Austrian Foreign 
Minister, who is taking a holiday there. 
In well-informed quarters here it is stated 
that there is nothing unusual in this visit, 
as the Pact of Rome provides for consul- 
tation between the three  signatories— 
Italy, Austria and Hungary—whenever 
occasion offers. 

Italy’s attitude towards the proposed 
Danubian Pact remains unchanged, it is 
emphasised. The German Ambassador to 
Italy left Rome for Berlin this afternoon. 

The recent series of talks in London and 
Paris, in which the leading spokesmen of 
Austria, Rumania, Yugoslavia and 
Czechoslovakia took part, are reported to 
have caused some uneasiness in the mind 
of Signor Mussolini. France has pre- 
sumably been using her influence with her 
Little Entente allies to strengthen stability 
in Central Europe by promoting better 
relations between them and Austria. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF

PRISON REVOLT 

Sefior Portela, the present Premier, in- 
formed reporters that there had been a 
revolt in the prison at Burgos this after- 
noon, and the prisoners had established 
a state of siege inside the walls, demand- 
ing to be released on the ground that a 
decree of amnesty has been signed. This 
was a fallacy, and when the Governor of 
the prison went to parley with them he 
was promptly taken prisoner and retained 
as a hostage. The Civil Governor, who 
arrived at the prison, established quiet 
once more with the help of shock police. 

The restraint of the Labour elements has 
not, however, reassured certain statesmen 
and titled and other prominent people, 
against whom the victorisous Left parties 
are known to nurse old grudges. Scores 
of these are fleeing the country. 

An amnesty proclamation for all those 
now in prison or exiled, whose sentences 
may be regarded as the penalty of political 
ideals, may be expected shortly after 
Friday, when the Government will 
probably be formed. Next steps are ex- 
pected to be the reinstatement of all public 
officials who lost their posts after the revo- 
lution of October, 1934, and a compulsory 
increase of wages in every branch of 
industry. 

There is little reason’ to expect that any 
more trouble will occur. .

RITISH exports improved, both ; in 
B volume and in value last year, it is 
pointed out in the annual report of the 
Liverpool Steamship Owners’ | Association, 
which was presented to the annual meeting 
of members, which was held at Liverpool 
yesterday. 
“In a year of unsettled conditiofs in so 
many parts of the world, it is satisfactory to 
find that the figures of the country’s over- 
seas trading for 1935 show an improvement 
on those of the previous year,” states the 
report. “Although world exports, as a 
whole, showed a shrinkage when the years 
1934 and 1935 are compared, Great Britain is 
among the few countries which individually 
do not reflect that total shrinkage. British 
exports improved in volume by 4 per cent., 
and in value by 7 per cent., in comparison 
with 1934, and both in volume and in value 
were greater than in any year since 1930, 
“On the import side of the account ‘the 
position has been restored and surpassed,”’ 
states the report. ‘‘ We bought last year a 
greater volume of goods from overseas than 
in any previous year of our history, rut we 
sold far less. than in either 1929 or 1913, with 
the result that last year our exports of 
commodities paid for only 63.6 per cent. of 
our imports, compared with 68.7 per cent. 
in 1929 and 82.6 per cent. in 19143. 
‘Satisfaction at the progress made in a 
difficult year must be tempered by recogni- 
tion of the fact that, at that rate, it would 
take some eleven years to get back this 
ecuntry’s overseas trade to parity with

THE LONDON CHAMBER 


Mr. Lawrence D. Holt, the Chairman, who 
presided, speaking of the relationship between 
the Liverpool Steamship Owners’ Association

Speaking at the Ormeau Unionist Associa- 
tion, Belfast, last night, Sir Basil. Brooke, 
Northern Ireland Minister for Agriculture, 
said that Unionists regretted to see that there 
was no proclamation of ihe King in the Free 
State. They admitted that a resolution of 
regret and sorrow had been passed at the 
death of King George, but were forcibly 
struck by the fact that’ in no part of the 
South was King Edward VIII. proclaimed. 
“I think,” he said, ‘“‘that that points to 
a fact which we all know, but is not realised 
by people outside Ulster, and that is one 
point of difference between ourselves and 
the people in the South. I am prepared to 


allow any persons who like to have their own 
opinions, but what I can never understand 
is why they cannot believe that we have 
ideals greater at heart than they possess.”’ 

There was a great deal of kite-flying, he 
continued, by various politicians in the South. 
It was a kite to see how Ulster was going 
to take any statements they made. They 
considered it a small thing for Ulster to walk 
into the Free State. Ulster knew that that 
was impossitle, At Geneva the other day 
it was stated that negotiations had taken 
place between the Free State politicians and 
England with regard to the position in Ulster, 
and that a body of men from the Free State 
and Northern Ireland would settle the dispute. 

“ We were again going to be asked to make 
the last sacrifice. We have already made the 
last sacrifice, and I think the sooner these 
people realise that no persuasion and no 
threats are going to alter our opinion the 
better. It is a mere waste of breath on their 
part to make such statements. I only regret 
that those Nationalists living here in Ulster, 
with the same privileges as everyone else, 
cannot see their way to follow the example of 
the loyalists in the South, and accept the 
Government as it is. They have the same 
conditions as everybody else; they cannot 
gy to have a position above everyone 
else.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday, 
r fhe House of Lords to-day, Lord Philli- 


were taking to promote a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Italo-Abyssinian dispute, and 
to put an end to the danger of Great Britain’s 
being involved in the war. He said that, as 
he understood the situation, it had grown 
steadily worse. He criticised the Govern- 
ment's action in assembling the British Fleet 
at Alexandria, and said that it had involved 
an expenditure of something like £6,000,000, 
iwhich was absolutely wasted money. Far 
worse than this, however, was the increasing 
hostility of the Italian people to this country. 
The longer a settlement was delayed the 
greater would be the pressure on individual 
countries ‘to make themselves economically, 
militarily and defensively independent in case 
sanctions should ever be enforced against 
themselves. There was one course that the 
Government could take which would reassure 
the nation. Let the Government tell them 
with one voice, not with different voices— 
one from Geneva and another from Downing 
street—that they had no intention of allow- 
ing this country to be led into war except in 
the immediate direct interests of. the British 
Empire, 

Lord Noel Buxton supported the demand for 
action to bring about a settlement of the 
dispute. 

Viscount Cecil said that until there was 
some clear disposition on the part of Italy to 
entertain proposais of a reasonable character 
nothing would be gained by making offers of 
mediation. It was impossible to exaggerate 
the critical position of Europe. The situation 
was tending towards war, and unless it could 
be arrested would result. in war. No amount 
of piling up arms by ourselves or any other 
country would give real security. We should 
have a definite fixed uniform policy. 

The Earl of Mansfield expressed agreement 
with the view that a knock-out of either side 
would be disastrous. If Italy should win it 
would be a great blow, not merely to the 
League of Nations, but to the whole cause 
of peace. On the other hand, if she should 
lose, 1t would give encouragement to all who 
stood for mischief and sedition, and at the 
same time would create danger to our East 
African possessions: Those who held that 
there was no risk of war breaking “out. in 
Europe in the near future were too optimistic. 
The whole of Europe was in a state of panic, 
One thing we should make plain was, we 
should not, for some time, be in a position 
to carry out the military commitments ex- 
pected of us in the event of trouble arising, 

Lord Mottistone hoped that the Govern- 
ment would be able to assure the House that 
they would do their utmost to find a means 
of peace. 


LORD LLOYD’S VIEW 


Lord Lloyd declared that the Government 
had never yet spoken with a united voice on 
either sanctions or collective security. He 
confessed himself completely bewildered by 
the Government’s pronouncements and tte 
policy they were pursuing. Italy was not 
the only guilty country in the matter of 
breach of treaties. It ‘was dishonourable not 
to perform what had been promised, and just 
as dishonourable to promise more than we 
knew we could perform. That was what we 
had been doing during the last year or so. 

Lord Ponsonby said that Lord Cecil had 
strained the League of Nations in the attempt 
to execute purposes which it was as, yet too 
weak to perform. Those who supported 
collective security and the Covenant were 
not doing the League a service by urging the 
Government to go forward with more sanctions. 
The oil sanction was bound to be ineffective 
unless we blockaded the Mediterranean ports. 
As to the Prime Minister, he had turned out 
to be a first-class contortionist, and it was 
uncertain whether they could rely upon any 
statement of policy he made. The policy 
hitherto pursued had not stopped the war or 
checked Mussolini. What it had done was to 
bring the League of Nations into disrepute. 

Lord Davies suggested the setting up of 
an equity tribunal to decide what would 
constitute a just and equitable settlement, 


EARL STANHOPE’S 
REPLY 


Earl Stanhope (Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs) Said that there was at present no 
request or suggestion from either Italy or 
Abyssinia for conciliation, and neither the 
British Government nor, so far as he was 
aware, any other member of the League was 
at the moment preparing any new proposals 
for the ending of the dispute. Such pro- 
posals, if made, might only encourage Italy 
to go on, in the hopes of obtaining better 
terms, and that certainly would not be in 
the interests of peace. Italy, by tearing up 
four treaties, had really placed herself in a 
position in which the League had no alter- 
native but to take action, unless it was going 
to stultify itself altogether. As to the sug- 


. gestion that sanctions had united Italy be- 


hind Mussolini, that was not the situation 
to-day: the pressure of sanctions was hav- 
ing its effect. It was impossible at the 
moment to say how far sanctions would suc- 
ceed, nor were they yet in a position to say 
that they ha proved to the world that ag- 
gression did not pay. It was necessary to 
await the course of events; but, personally, 
he was optimistic in regard to the future. 
He believed that the League would be able to 
show that it had achieved a success. 

In regard to the question of an oil sane- 
tion, 1t was important to remember that they 
should only impose a sanction when they 
considered that it would be effective. 
Whether the oil sanction would be effective 
was for the League to decide. In regard to 
the Fleet in the Mediterranean, we were 
not using our ships against Italy, and we had 
not the slightest intention of taking any 
isolated action. Had they closed the Srez 
Canal on the outbreak of hostilities there 
would not have been a war in Abyssinia, but 
there certainly would have been a war in 
Europe. 

The debate was concluded, and the House 
rose at 7.50 p.m.

RECRUITS 


The annual meeting of the Dublin Unive: 
sity Mission to Chota Nagpur was held yes 
terday afternoon in the Graduates’ Memoria! 
Building, Trinity College, Dublin, before a 


the College. The Bishop of Cashel, D.D., 
presided, 

Opening the meeting the Chairman paid a 
tribute of respect in memory of the late the 
Rev. Chancellor Newport J. D. White, D.D., 
who had been chairman of the Home Com- 
mittee. 

The forty-fifth annual report stated that an 
urgent appeal for recruits had been printed 
and sent to all the younger clergy of the 
Church of Ireland. The Brotherhood had been 
understaffed for a number of years. 

he mission had suffered a great loss by 
the resignation of the Rev. A. O. Hardy, 
who had joined the staff in 1917 and became 
head in 1926, and a resolution expressing 
their regret had been passed by the Com- 
mittee, who had learned with very much 
pleasure that the Chapter had elected to his 
position the Rev. G. Claude P. Stevenson, 
who had for eighteen years given such devoted 
and valuable services to the mission. Dr. J. 
E. L. Dulton, Regius Professor of Divinity, 
had been unanimously appointed to take the 
place of Dr. White as chairman. 

It was regrettable that their accounts 
showed a falling off of about £150 in receipts 
for the General Fund, and that concurrently 
the mission had had unusually heavy expen- 
diture. As a result, they had been unable to 
invest all the money received from legacies. 
The Committee hoped that travelling expenses 
would be substantially less in the coming 
year, and every effort- had been made to 
economise so far as efficiency would permit. 

The report from the Women’s Auxiliary 
stated that the hospital now numbered among 
the staff their first Indian Sister, Sister Kesi 
Kumar. The hospital had been very full 
during the vear, and the three doctors had 
been kept busy. It was gratifying to be able 
to state that the Girls’ Friendly Society Fund 
showed an increase of more than £26 over 
last year’s total, having reached a sum of 
£192. The Children’s Fund received £515 
12s. 4d., the Emily Hearn Memorial Fund 
£26 7s., and other special funds £50 Qs. 

Mr. N. A. H. Lawrency, M.A., Oxon. (late 
of the mission), proposed that the reports 
be taken as read and that the Committee be 
re-elected.

EXPANDING BUSINESS 


Debtors amounted to £8,575,290, an increase 
of £475,210, again reflecting increased bust- 
ness. Government and other securities. at 
cost, less any depreciation, stood at 
£7,831,241, a decrease of £466,654, due to 
more money being required in the business. 
The market value of these investments at the 
date of the balance sheet was £8,252,453, 
The company’s issued capital amounted to 
£50,420.985. this was an increase of £70,424, 
representing additional Ordinary stock issued 
during the year.

THE INCREASED DIVIDEND 


Referring to the profit and loss account, 
he said the net profit for the year after pro- 
viding for all charges, bonus to customers, 
taxation, directors’ fees, and‘ depreciation and 
renewals of property, plant, etc., together 
with income from investments and loans,

£679,201. After transferring ,£500.000 to the 
general reserve account, there remains a bal- 
ance of profit for the year of £9 768,210. Add- 
ing to that figure the undivided balance of 
£1,139,552 a total of £10,907,.762 is arrived at. 
Out of this sum the dividends totalling 
£852,209 on the three classes of Preference 
Stock have been provided, leaving for dis- 
posal a sum of £10,055,553. An interim 
dividend at the rate of 74 per cent., free of 
income tax, was paid on the 2nd September 
last, and it is now proposed, subject to your 
approval, to declare a final dividend of 7; per 
cent. and a bonus of 9 per cent., both free of 
income tax, making a total distribution for 
the year of 24 per cent., free. of income tax, 
which is 15 per cent. more than for the 
previous year. The balance then remaining 
to be carried forward to the accounts for the 
current year will amount to £1,040,421.
